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THE INDUSTRIAL CONTRACT 


By Patrick O'Donovan 


ITHOUT any parade of 
social theory and us 
tng the methods that industr- 
falists use in the freest com- 
tition among themselves, 
1S. labour has won for it- 
self a rich system of benefits 
outside the wage packet. Full 
employment is not a part of 
the American scene. It is 
even accepted that in a dyna- 
mic industria] economy there 
must be occasional wastage 
of labour, dismissals, and un- 
employment periods when «a 
man must search for his live- 
lihood. Accepting this, Ame- 
rican labour has to a consi- 
derable extent insured itself 
against avoidable suffering. 

Although “security” is dis- 
missed as an un-American as- 

iration, the desire for it ex- 
sts here as — as any- 
where in the world and the 
intensely professional legal- 
minded union leaders have 
won their men a fair mea- 
sure of it. 

In America the basic sys- 
tem in labour relations is the 
industry-wide contract be- 
tween the union and 4 con- 
sortium of management. Such 
a major contract was recently 
signed after a month-long 
Strike between the steel union 
and the steel industry. The 
individual companies then 
make their arrangements in 
accordance with thig basic 
contract which today usually 
includes a no-strike clause 
for the duration of the con- 


FRANCE 


tract. “Fringe benefits” play 
an increasingly important 
part in these contracts. Pen- 
sion rights, hospitalization 
pay and severance pay are 
all allowed for by huge fends 
to which management contri- 
butes heavily. 

Industry now accepts the 
payment of dismissed men as 
an ever present and accruing 
liability. The basic severance 
pay is the equivalent of 14 
days’ work, though conditions 
vary greatly across the coun- 
try. 
A typical contract in a ma- 
jor industry allows, on sever- 
ance, one week's pay for every 
year of service up to 
years, after that one weeks 
pay for every half year of 
service after five years, and 
one weeks pay for every 
quarter year of service after 
twelve years. The only na- 
tional average available was 
for 1952 when an average of 
$356 (Less) was paid to 
every dismissed worker. . 

There is less demand now 
for the hard cash in the en- 
velope and more for the sort 
of solid and dignified arrange- 
ments that professional peo- 
ple make among themselves. 
The unions are almost non- 
political, but they are as hard- 
headed and as practical as 
the owners they oppose. They 
have learnt their lesson in 
many minor recessions and 
the American worker is sur- 
prisingly well protected for so 
boastfully free and uninhibit- 
ed an economy.
